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Humbly recognizing the responsibilities entrusted to me, I do 
vow that I shall always consider the high calling of law enforcement to he an 
honorable profession, the duties of which are recognized by me as both an art 
and a science. I recognize fully my responsibilities to defend the right, to 
protect the weak, to aid the distressed, and to uphold the law in public 
duty and in private living. I accept the obligation in connection with my 
assignments to report facts and to testify without bias or display of emo- 
tion, and to consider the information, coming to my knowledge by virtue of 
my position as a sacred trust, to be used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking to prevent crime, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of apprehending fugitives and criminals, I 
shall give my loyal and faithful attention and shall always be equally alert 
in striving to acquit the innocent' and to convict the guilty. In the per- 
formance of my duties and assignments, I shall not engage in unlawful and 
unethical practices but shall perform the functions of my office without 
fear, without favor, and without prejudice. At no time shall I disclose to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or information in any pending 
matter coming to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the minds of existing or prospective judicial bodies either to favor or to 



disfavor any person or issue. V/hile occupying the status of a law enforce- 
ment officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit personally because of my knowledge of any confidential matter which 
has come to my attention. I am aware of the serious responsibilities of my 
office and in the performance of my duties I shall, as a minister, seek to 
supply comfort, advice and aid to those who may be in need, of such benefits; 
as a soldier, I shall wage vigorous warfare against the enemies of my coun- 
try, of its laws, and of its principles; and as a physician, I shall seek to 
eliminate the criminal parasite which preys upon our social order and to 
strengthen the lawful processes of our body politic. I shall strive to be 
both a teacher and a pupil in the art and science of law enforcement. As 
a lawyer, I shall acquire due knowlege of the laws of my domain and seek 
to preserve and maintain the majesty and dignity of the law; as a scientist, 
it will be my endeavor to learn all pertinent truth about accusations and 
complaints which come to my lawful knowledge; as an artist, I shall seek to 
use my skill for the purpose of making each assignment a masterpiece; as a 
neighbor, I shall bear an attitude of true friendship and courteous respect 
to all citizens; and as an officer, I shall always be loyal to my duty, my 
organization, and my country. I will support and defend the Constitution 
of the United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic; I will bear 
true faith and allegiance to the same, and will constantly strive to cooper- 
ate with and promote cooperation between all regularly constituted law en-

1 have noted a recent tendency on the part of deny field 
offices to set out general leads for all other offices to check telephone 
hooka and city directories in the leading cities with a Ties to locating 
fugitives whose apprehension is being sought. It appears to rae that in 
the average case this is a useless procedure to follow and a waste of 
time, and except in major cases, unless instructed to the contrary by the 
Bureau, such leads will not he covered by this office. In most cases 
there is no evidence to indicate that the fugitives might visit or make 
contacts in one section of the country and the leads are being set out 
for all offices without regards to known contacts and acquaintances. 

The situation appears to ms to be similar to the wide- 
spread circularization of State I.'otor Vehicle Bureaus, as it was practiced 
before the Bureau established the rule that prior authority must be secured 
for all such cireularizations • It occurs to ms that the Bureau may possibly 
desire to issue scate instructions to the various offices with reference to 
the general searching of city directories, as mentioned above.

Is most 
instances, the auxiliary offices are not interested in man y of 
the reports prepared by the office of origin, inasmuch as those 
reports contain no information of value to those offices* It is 
a burden on the auxiliary offices to have to handle these addi- 
tional reports from the office of origin.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 



On November 26, 1938, I spent several hours in looking 
over the New Orleans Office. I have always been an enthusiastic 
booster for Mr. R. B.Hfood and I frankly believe he possesses 
very desired possibilities for increased responsibility. Hood 
has developed materially insofar as his personal aggression is 
concerned without losing the polish and courteous manner which 
has always been his most outstanding characteristic. He is 
exceedingly energetic and the New Orleans Office from all out- 
ward observations, 'without taking it completely apart, is 
functioning in a very satisfactory manner. 

The Office is spotless, the supply room, detention 
rooms, vault, et cetera are maintained in excellent condition, 
the road work box and tickler box appear to be properly main- 
tained and Hood apparently knows the intricate details of each 
case being handled by each Agent. 

As indicated I believe that Hood possesses definite 
possibilities for increased responsibility, but I believe it 
would be well if possible to make a detailed inspection of the 
(NewQ&ezis Office in order to determine just what condition it 
is in.

•^ke information developed has indicated, rather conclusively 
that, there, is no organized interstate transportation- of prostitutes 
into, or out of New . Orleans . A number ' of the prostitutes originate: 
in New Orleans and others appear .to be free-lancers who follow the ' 
seasons ahh solicit, .emplpyment from various; madames until; they, /ob- 
tain a job -in some, house, ' 

The -survey made indicates that prostitution is wide-spread 
in. New Orleans, particularly in a quasi-restricted area. I •consider 
the work which has been done . to. be of an excellent nature, .particularly 
in view of "the. fact that prior- Special Agents in Charge in. New Orleans ■ 
have alibied out of ever taking -any action.

Inspector Egan called from Hew Orleans and stated that after a 
preliminary survey of the New Orleans Office he can conscienciously 
recommend Mr. Hood's capacity to handle a larger office, Mr. Egan 
stated that he has talked with about 14 or 15 agents, each of them 
advising that SAC Hood is fair, hard-working, good at detail, et 
cetera. Mr. Egan further stated that, as a matter of fact, Mr. Hood 

is a bit too good at detail to the end that he neglects his contact 

making activities. I was advised that Inspector Egan could not get 

much of a line on SAC Hood’s contacts; that he has heard to the effect 

that when SAC Hood does make contacts, they are excellent, but that Mr.

Mr, Egan informed that he has completed about 200 of the 700 cases 
pending and has found nothing worse than delinquencies existing.

This will refer to telephonic conversation had on this 
date with Assistant Director W. R. GLAVIN with reference to an inci- 
dent that occurred in the New Orleans territory some weeks ago, at 
which tine Agent JDSSEB H» ZIEGLER was endeavoring to -effect the ap- 
prehension of a fugitive. 

1 clearly recall that some three months ago 1 bad just 
16ft the office for dinner in the evening when I was called hack from 
the elevator in the hall to receive a long distance call from that 
Agent. As 1 recall it, he stated that a fugitive had 3ust got away 
from him. I asked him for the details of the incident and he stated 
that it had been raining in the northern part of Louisiana for ap- 
proximately one-half day and conditions of the roads and in the 
swamps where the investigation was being conducted were very bad. 

He stated that he was in the company of a Deputy Sheriff, whose name 
I do not recall, and that together they had gohe to the home of some 
relative of this fugitive and as they approached it someone was seen 
to leave the house either by a window or by a door. It is my distinct 
impression that the identity of the individual was not known at the 
time and it was not until some relative in the house had been ques- 
tioned that it was ascertained the person seen leaving the premises 
was in fact the fugitive. 

I am quite positive that ZIEGLER did not tell me he had 
personally talked to an individual later ascertained to be the fugi- 
tive, for I would have considered this a very serious situation and 
would have personally proceeded to the scene to investigate the mat- 
ter thoroughly or would have ordered some other Agents to that place 
to properly handle the situation. I do recall instructing him to re- 
main at the house rather than tramp through the swamps under the 
conditions as they then existed, and because of the fact that he was 
not familiar with the terrain.

As 1 recall, there was some consideration given to tak- 
ing this relative into the swamps to lead them, but it mas felt that 
the fugitive mould not be located In this manner and that possibly 
this relative might go out into the smamps and be able to effect a 
contact himself and endeavor to have the fugitive surrender to the 
Agent and the Deputy Sheriff. I told Agent ZIEGDER to remain at 
the house all night if it mere neoessary. He stated he mould have 
to leave his car several miles from this bouse, but I told Mm he 
should -walk this distance and remain there as long as there mas a 
possibility of apprehending the fugitive. 

There mas absolutely no indication of any failure on the 
part of the Agent to exeroise good judgment or proper investigative 
procedure in the report telephonically made to me. X cannot state 
definitely at this date whether X signed the investigative report 
later submitted by the Agent covering this investigation, but It is 
my impression that I did not. 

X have given considerable thought to tMe matter to re- 
fresh my recollection and the above constitutes as accurate a state- 
ment as I can make.

I asked Mr. Parry why Henderson thinks he has been rebuffed. Mr. Parry 
advised that he could not understand this? that on March 15, Henderson 
called the Los Angeles Office end indicated that a brief case had been 
ieft in a tavern near £;n Bernardino by two men, who had been making* 
statements in the tavern to the effect that they were "big shots": 
that the tavern keeper turned the brief case over to the District 
1 ttorney ' s Office of tan Bernardino County and that contained therein 
were some papers of a peculiar character, indicating big deals in 
Germany and other places, some of which pt pers are in German and others 
are thought to be in code. Henderson further advised he was going to 
make copies of these papers i nd then place the brief case back in the 
tavern. Mr. Parry advised that Henderson did make the copies and also 
promised to hold them for the Los Angeles Office. 

Mr. Hood has been advised by O', a. Attorney Harrison that the District 
attorney at ban Bernardino County had what appeared to be a big case 
to him and would appreciate an igent being sent to L an Bernardino. 

According to Mr. Parry, the newspapeis carried an article stating that 
the San Bernardino authorities had arrested a Charles D. .'inters, who 
was a companion to Dr. Bitter, when he celled for the brief case end 
that it had been determined that Litter wgs wanted for a confidence 
gome in Hew Jersey. 

Mr. Parry advised that Bitter escaped and through the Immigration 
authorities it has been found that he is wanted for illegal entry 
into the United States. Two suit cases belonging to Bitter and which 
were filled with documents having a peculiar appearance have been located. 
Mr. Parry informed that it so happened that an /gen t was in the vicinity 
of •-an Bernardino yesterday and contacted Henderson and examined these 
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documents till yesterdey afternoon and into the early pert of the 
evening. Mr. Perry stated that therefore he cannot understand the 
statement in the Times. The article which appeared in the ¥imes in 
part is as follows? 

"Norman Henderson, San Bernardino County District 
Attorney' c investigator, yesterday asked the Depart- 
ment of Justice in Los Angeles to participate in the 
case against Ritter but reported being rebuffed. 

Henderson also is local correspondent for a wire 
news service." 

I asked agent Parry whether he had inquired of Henderson whether he 
made such a statement and was advised that this ted not been done 
since ha had sent the teletype to the Bureau. 

I told Mr. Parry that first of all I would ask Henderson if he made 
such a statement and if he cays that he did, then to point out to 
him that we have ted a men working on the matter to determine whether 
there is any Federal violation within the Bureau's jurisdiction and 
to ask him just what he means, further, that should Inquiries be 
made by the press, to advise that Henderson has not been rebuffed and 
as a matter of fact the Bureau has been checking into the matter to 
sec whether there is any violation within our jurisdiction. 

In the event Henderson denies making such a statement, I advised Mr. 
Perry that upon being contacted by the newspapers to state thet he 
is not only at t loss to understand that the article is about but 
that Henderson has denied racking such statement. 

Mr. Parry stated he would be guided by my instructions.

In accordance with your notation contained 
. oh my memorandum of March 18, 1959 entitled "Subversive 
Activities Otto A. L. Ritter*" I called HSA C Hoodj^ t Los 
Angeles and stated you were most disappoenteS^n^he 
manner in which Argent Parry handled the newspaper comment 
of the Los Angeles Times in which Norman Henderson, 
Investigator of the San Bernardino District Attorney's 
Office, was quoted as saying he had referred this case 
to the Department of Justice and had been rebuffed. I 
pointed out that the first reaction of the man acting 
in charge of the office should have, been to get in touch 
with Henderson and see whether he had made such a state- 
ment, and if he did, what he meant by it. I advised SAC 
Hood that you felt Agent Parry had been dead on his feet 
in not rallying. to the defense Of the Bureau, and when 
the newspapers called him in not Stating the facts Of 
the case. In other v*ords, Henderson accused us of 
something which was untrue and we left it go unchallenged, 
the situation being particularly bad in view of "the 
newspaper relationship becoming, increasingly tense all 
the tigie. . 



Hood stated he would go into the matter in 
detail with Parry and instruct him as to’ future action'. ; 
However, I informed Hood you feel we should have someone 
who is a little bit more on his toes as Number One Men at 
Los Angeles, and that he should look over his staff and 
send an ail mail special delivery recommendation to the ■ 
Bureau for a man to replace Parry as Number One Man.

tear Sir* 

In reply to your recent communications of May 5 and 17, 
1939, I am setting out below a detailed analysis of the work in the 
Los Angeles Field li vision and action taken by me since my appoint- 
ment as Special Agent In Charge with respect to it* 

An examination of the road work box disclosed it was 
divided into twenty-two sections, which made it very difficult to 
handle the cards and did not facilitate the assignment of cases? 
this has been reduced to eight sections. 

It had been several months since an Agent of this office 
had been on a road trip through the northern portion of the territory 
in Fresno and Merced counties . Special Agent E. G. FITCH has been 
handling all the work in this territory except for a trip of several 
days made by Special Agent A. I, HORN, The delinquent cases in this 
territory have been materially reduced. This portion of the terri- 
tory has been assigned to this one Agent exclusively to permit effi- 
cient handling of the work and to build up contacts there, lie has 
been in this area almost constantly since his arrival in this office. 

I am of the opinion that sufficient work exists in that portion of 
the territory now and will develop in the future to justify the 
establishment of a resident agency there, and my recommendation as 
to this appointment is being made the subject of a separate communi- 
cation. That Agent has been handling all work in those sections of 
the road work box labeled 'Fresno 1 ' and "Fresno Rural" . 

Special Agent F, E. MIGHT is Resident Agent at San Li ego, 
California. While he appears to be fully recovered from his illness, 
which required his separation from the service, it is important that 
he take safeguards to protect his health and I have insisted that he 
do so, as a result he has not performed an unusual amount of overtime. 
He is handling a very large volume of work as will be shown later in 
this communication. He handles all the work in the areas designated 



Director -2- May 20, 1939 
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as "San Diego" and "San Diego Rural" in the road -work box. 

The work in the Santa Barbara area is delinquent as there 
is not frequent emergency work there* matters presently pending there 
are not as urgent as those in other sections of the territory. There 
are at present eleven unassigned cases and seventeen unassigned leads 
in this portion of the territory. After his return from Fresno next 
week, Agent E. t}. FITCH will be sent to this area to handle the work 
there as it should not take much time to complete it. 

There is considerable work in the area of San Bernardino 
and Special Agent W. E. BENGE was sent into this area immediately 
after his arrival in this office with as much of the work as I be- 
lieved he could capably handle at one tine. He spent two weeks there 
and on his return to the office for dictation I kept him in Ioe Angeles 
to engage in Bank Robbery investigations as the number of such cases 
has increased to the point- where one Agent could not possibly handle 
the investigations of all cases.. 7. wish to point out that during the 
year 193& there were 13 Bank Robberies within this territory, and to 
date in 193? there have been lo such offenses or attempts; one of which 
is not. under the Bureau’:* jurisdiction, but a tentative identification 
of a Bureau fugitive in the case makes investigation necessary. I 
wish to point out that this is a considerable increase in the volume 
of such work but the number of delinquent cases has increased but two 
since November of 1938. This increase of two delinquencies was men- 
tioned in your letter of reference. I realize the importance of such 
eases and for this reason on Hay 15, 1939 Special Agent M, E. DEICE 
was aesigaed to this type of case. Special Agent B. A. SMITH has been 
handling the Bank Robbery work, and has the case of ARNOLD THOMAS KYLE, 
et al, assigned to him. With the volume of work arising out of the 
current cases, two robberies occurring on some days, it has been a 
physical impossibility for that Agent to keep all these cases up to date, 

Vdth the aisigpment of an additional Agent to this -work 
it in expected that this delinquent condition will be improved con- 
siderably. With tho assignment of this type of work to Agent BEIGE 
it is not possible to , ive the San Bernardino territory to one Agent 
to handle and the delinquent work there will have to be handled by 
various Agents who go into tint ar.ia from time to tine on emergency 
matters, 'whenever an /gent does go there he is given as much work as 
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possible to coyer in the time he will be there. I realize it is de- 
sirable to have an Agent handle a territory as fully as possible to 
avoid duplication of travel, "out there is no Agent presently avail- 
able to handle this entire area* 

within the metropolitan area of Los Angeles there is con- 
siderable work in Long Beach anti Ban Pedro. As far as possible this 
is covered by Special Agent V. I. fAEUl, but many matters arise in 
this area in the course of investigations by other Agents and they 
usually handle them as they arise* This is true in various sections 
of the metropolitan area and it is not in my opinion practical to as- 
sign an Agent to exclusively work the west side of town, for example? 
it appears more feasible to permit Agents to go there during the 
course of their investigations and have them cover leads from other 
cases pending there at the same time* This, in some instances, brings 
up the question of assignment of cases and leads, then an Agent has 
the opportunity to conduct some leads in a given territory, along with 
the work presently assigned to him, he is given the lead cards for 
that work* It may well be that the major portion of the investigation 
is eltevshere and it coes not appear advisable to assign Mm the entire 
case, usually in such. cases the duplicate assignment card will be found 
in another section of the road work box. The whole purpose of load 
cards appears to mo to be lost if it is necessary to assign the case 
to the Agent if he ’tappens to have a lead in it assigned to him* 

Failure to assign such cases to the Agents is the criticism of the 
manner in which '£ handled the work in the hew Orleans office:. 

Tohen an Agent has thirty to forty cases assigned to bin 
it appears to ma unwise to assign him another because he has one lead 
assigned to him. It in my experience that an Agent cannot success- 
fully handle thirty-five or forty cases and keep them up to date if 
there is extensive activity in them. Some of the cases are not going 
to receive attention and it is to me a more accurate picture of the 
condition of the work to have such cases carried unassigned. This is 
why soma such cases were not assigned in Hew Orleans as I felt that 
each Agent had as many cases assigned to bin as he could possibly handle* 
1 feel the same about the volume of work now assigned to the Agents 
of this office. 
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1 am certain that there is no duplication of travel of 
the Agents in this territory except in the immediate metropolitan area 
of the city where some of it must necessarily exist; efforts are con- 
tinually being made to keep such travel to a minimum. 

I have examined the administrative report for the past six 
months with reference to thy mnaber of cases received and that report

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1 id. ah to point out that there is a general increase in 
the number of oases received of all types, particularly National Motor 
Vehicle Theft Act, Bankruptcy, Espionage, Personnel Hatters, and Bank 
Robberies* The greatest increase is in Espionage matters. These have 
come from the Bureau direct, from the Army and Navy Intelligence and 
from private citizens here. 

With reference to specific delinquencies, the ARNOLD 
THOMAS KXL E case has been mentioned. The investigation of the Consol- 
idated Aircraft Corporation Sabotage was dispatched promptly upon its 
receipt for attention at San Biego to the Resident Agentj it was re- 
ceived here March 30, 1939, assigned April 1, 1939* The Resident Agent 
■was dilatory in initiating his investigation in this case and it did 
not receive close supervision at the outset. The investigation is pre- 
sently current, reports being submitted each week, and this will be 
done until it is completed. 

The Crash of Douglas Aircraft Bombing Plane in Eos Angeles 
(62-1607) was received in this office April 4, 1939, assigned to Spe- 
cial Agent J. &. FINLtAY on April S, 1939* 1 felt this Agent was most 
qualified to handle the interviews in this case by reason of his ex- 
perience in Union matters. At this particular time that Agent was 
also engaged in investigation of The Silverahirt Legion of America, 

Fox T'cst Coast Theatres, Judge ifenton, and he was engaged in the In- 
vestigation of the International Alliance of Theatrical Stage Employees, 
Antitrust. Paring this investigation he was specifically instructed to 
proceed with the Douglas Aircraft case regardless of developments in 
the other investigations. It is realized there was delay in handling 
of this matter and while it appears I have erred in judging the im- 
portance of the cases, the Agent was, X am certain, fully engaged in 
other very important assignments. 

The ease of FELIX CHADWICK, 1.0, ? vM95, tWIAim kllMT 
TO AVOID PROSECUTION (BANK ROBBER!) is in a very delinquent status. 

It is being reassigned to another Agent in an effort to give it con- 
tinuous attention as it has not been possible for Special Agent 0. V. 
HIRST to give it attention in view of the other work which he has had. 

X am making a careful analysis of the work of each Agent 
^•.signed to this office in order to make certain that each is producing 
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the fullest amount of work possible and will continue to do so and 
from time to time submit to you an analysis of it. "The Agents of this 
office, X honestly feel, are putting forth their full efforts* They 
are performing considerable overtime, in fact, 1 was recently advised 
by the Bureau that the amount of overtime being performed by them was 
excessive and to take steps to reduce it? it is indeed difficult to 
reduce it and maintain the cases in an up to date statue, but please 
be assured that my utmost personal efforts will be exercised to this 
end.

Reference is made to Bureau letter dated May 20, 1939, re- 
ferring to my report in instant case dated at Los Angeles, May 11, 

1939, and the period of investigation reflected therein. 

Reference is also made to Bureau letter dated March 27, 1939 
upon which the investigation in this case is predicated. Ihia letter 
is block-stamped at the Ins Angeles Office "el arch 30, 1939 : * • My ex- 
pense voucher for March, 1939, reflects that I arrived in Los Angeles 
9:00 P.M, March 30th, Within ay best recollection, I believe that I 
was handed the seriala in instant case before I left the Los Angeles 
Office for Can fiego on April 2nd, 1939. I’he first day of investiga- 
tive period reflected in report of reference is April 3rd, 1939. 

After I had thoroughly reviewed all the serials and allega- 
tions of the lALTiK, affidavit, I first went to the office of Coriander 
E.V. XACJlARlAO, d. 3, Naval Intelligence Officer, 11th $?aval listrictj 
Commander 2ACuARIAS was not present on that day and I conferred with 
his assistant, M» ir» GOiffiKL, generally concerning what material might 
be available to me in the extensive Wavy files, as j£ knew from previous 
contact there that the files of that office contained much data con- 
cerning the situation presented in instant case, therefore, my first 
step was to begin a review of those files and to talk with Commander 
2ACHARIAS and with GENERAL R. H. VAN LE!AN (mentioned below), who was 
believed by 2AGHARIAS to have similar information. 

The “Period for hhieh Made 5 * in report of reference indicates 
that six separated days were consumed in the investigation and that 
only the interviews with two individuals are reflected. I wish to 
state at this point that the period dates in report of reference are 
not correct) that I did perform investigative activity in instant case 
on dates other than those mentioned in report of reference. luring 
the first part of April, Commander ZACfaARIAS was absent from San Liege 
much of the time, and when I was able to find him in Ms office, the 
interview was limited each time because of the pressure of his work.

It was my plan to discuss with him at length each statement and allega- 
tion in instant affidavit* Tnis procedure necessitated several inter- 
views as Commander 2ACIIAUIAG made a great many general comments which 
ware later discovered not to he^r directly on instant case, but which 
at that time I was anxious to have as r. background - particularly dis- 
cussions as to information X had found in his files. At the times 
when Commander 2AGjiAIHAS was not available, it had been arranged for me 
to go through his files and study and make notes of the pertinent in- 
formation therein. 

The ft aval Intelligence files are set up in such a manner that 
all related subjects are not carried in the same folders, bat as the 
material comes in it is placed in the current file without regard to 
subject matter or names. Searches for specific indentation in the files, 
therefore, entails much time, as the card index system does not always 
refer to a, particular file. 

V*hen not at the Navy Intelligence office, I mode appointments 
to interview General K. H. VAN E.MAf* 5 tJ.S.A., ret*, whose work is known 
to the Bureau, and who is designated in report of reference as Confi- 
dential Informant ‘‘A**. In interviewing General VAN HUW, an elderly 
man, on several occasions it was a matter of tact for me to permit him 
to often go ••afield"* into subversive activities in general, with which 
he is very familiar. The General maintains an extensive file system 
which was thoroughly searched for information and these interviews with 
him necessitated several visits to his home. 

faring the investigation above outlined a very large t mount 
of notes were compiled and after a review of them I concluded that much 
of the material obtained was not relevant - especially that obtained 
from General VAN and his files, and the same was eliminated from 

the report of reference by me* Therefore, the report, for the sake of 
continuity and coherence, does not reflect all of the actual information 
obtained prior to its submission. 

Before rough-drafting report of reference, and during the 
period mentioned below, I also interviewed ICi'ALD P. FftXE, birector of 
Personnel, at subject corporation, relative to sabotage in general at 
his plant. Verifying the information received from him depended, in 
part, on obtaining and reviewing certain records of subject corporation.

While speaking "bo SAC Hood at Los Angeles 
regarding other matters , I advised him that Captain 
Zacharias of O.N.I. has been very critical of Mr. Hood's 
handling of a matter evidently involving a Naval Reserve 
Officer by the name of Tennyson . 

Mr. Hood stated that he submitted a letter to 
the Bureau on this matter about November 16. When asked 
about the fncts of the matter, Mr. Hood stated that the 
informant , Young, had been working for Tennyson, and had 
also been working for Leon Lewis, a Jewish attorney in 
Los Angeles; that when Young started to work for the 
Bureau, Captain Zacharias and Mr. Hood agreed that Young 
should not work for anyone else while working for the 
Bureau. He stated that Captain Zacharias made arrange- 
ments with Lewis whereby Young would not report to him 
in connection with this matter any further, but that it 
appeared that Young was still giving information to Tenny- 
son. Mr. Hood stated that he saw Captain Zacharias about 
this, and that the Captain agreed that Young should fur- 
nish no more information to Tennyson . He stated that 
Tennyson is merely a Reserve Officer and has no commis- 
sion in the Intelligence Division ; that he is merely a 
public-spirited citizen who is a member of the American 
Legion and is interested in subversive activities . 

I advised ^r . Hood that^T saw a copy of a letter 
that Captain Zacharias wrote to -i£r . Hood on the 16th or 
17th, in which the Captain spojt® very sarcastically of

In accordance with the Bureau’s memorandum instructing 
that I examine the monthly administrative report of the Los 
Angeles Division to ascertain if cases were being opened 
improperly, this is to advise that I obtained the monthly 
administrative report and called for a large number of sample 
files j however, coincident with their receipt I was required to 
leave the city. 

Just before leaving the city, I asked Mr. Guerin, 
temporarily working in this division, to review the files in 
question and if there was any question in his mind about the 
advisability of opening any of the cases he should retain 
this file for my attention upon my return. Ho such files were 
retained by Mr. Guerin or referred to me for attention. 

This, I believe, was to be expected, because the only 
titles of cases appearing in the monthly administrative report 
would be those cases which were in a delinquent status. Some 
of them wouLd have had no reports whatsoever submitted concern- 
ing the case and, therefore, there would be no file in the 
Bureau. Also, the remainder of the cases would be those of 
a delinquent status which had previous reports submitted and, 
in the event the previous report had shown the case should not 
have been opened there would undoubtedly have been correspondence 
between the Bureau and the Los Angeles Office about that 
particular case. It therefore appears that, there/inadequate 
records available to make such a survey. as the one required.

Special Agent in Charge Hood appeared to be well and favorably known in 
certain important quarters to certain. important individuals in Los Angeles. 

One of the Agents indicated, however, that he was not being criticized by the 
local police, but that the loaal police had not taken- to- Mr. Hood in quite the 
same, friendly manner as they hail his predecessor, although it was pointed out that 
Mr. Hood had been very busy on various types of work. 

Special Agent *«. H. Osborne has done a splendid job in the office in .

Since SAG Hood had apparent!;- had such similar defects 
in New Orleans, it is believed that this additional inspection would' be 
important. Two weeks after the present inspection the volume of work produced 
per Agent, according to SAC Hood, had .considerably increased. I believe that 
Mr. flood has the interest and the directing ability. His defect has' been 
m his organising ability.

I called Mr. Hugh Clegg at the Los Angeles Office 
and requested .that in connection with his present work that he 
check on the accountants, particularly T. Hi Mulherin, M* B. Myerson 
and J. H. Roche, as well as those; accountants that have been in 
their office of , preference for five, or six yea rs, to see that they 
are producing a volume of work comparable to the number assigned 
to the office. Also to' check on their overtime, et cetera. 

■ Mr. Clegg. stated that as he had informed Mr* Tolson, 
a check on two five-month periods reflected an approximate decrease 
of 40$ in work done for the most recent period. He stated there 
appears to be no excuse for this decrease other than, poor' administration 
in making -assignments of cases. As. an’ example, he stated that an 
Agent in going to Santa Monica to cover a lead would go there without 
first having talked toV Mr. Hood yo . see whether there were any. other 
leads to be covered in^^aFvicinity. Mr. Clegg thinds that if the 
latter .practice were followed the production would be increased. He 
stated that the territory .is being &oned today and upon its completion,. . 
the Argents will ' be informed as to their responsibility in. carrying 
out the plan. Mr. Clegg stated.; that- the decrease in production 
applies not only to the accountants but to the agents as well. r ■

experienced in the service, have been at the Los ’Angeles Office longer 
than SAC Hood. arid -have been up against some stern Special Agents in 
Charge, for which reason -he should check rather closely. 



'Mr. Clegg mentioned that he arrived at the Los Angeles

Reference is made to telephonic instructions of Assistant 
to the Director TOLSON for me to contact District Attorney-Elect JOHN 
DOCKKEILEE of Lon Angeles County and furnish him with the names of

DOCKWEILL'K gave 
the impression o** being very sincere in his efforts to accomplish good 
in his ne.v office and he definitely stated that he is not the type to 
seek personal publicity and glory, realizes he has a difficult job 
and recognizes it as the second most important position in the State of 
California, being surpassed only by that of Governor. He stated that 
the present Chief Investigator, JOHN KLEIN, was a former tailor, is 
incompetent and will not be retained, and shortly after his election he 
instructed one of his assistants to direct the telegram to you, to Mr. 
ELMER IREY of the Treasury Department, and to Mr. WILSON, head of tho 
Secret Fervice, with the request for recommendations for tho position 
of Chiof Investigator. stated that he received a reply fro IREY 
to the effect that "We recommend WALLACE JAMIE for this position". He 
stated that he received no reply from you and not being entirely satis- 
fied with tho recommendation for JAMIE, as he believes he has accom-

gram of the Academy. H e inquired if I know of any Agent of the Bureau 
who might be considered for such a position and X told him that I did 
not, and that the Bureau was most anxious to keep its present personnel 
in view of the national emergency and I knew of no former Agents whose 
names could be furnished to him at this time. He stated that he would 
communicate with the two representatives from California and possibly 
with those out of the State as he thought it might be a good plan to 
have an outsider without any possible connections or acquaintances for 
this position. 



He stated he appreciated very much your interest in this 
matter and particularly the fact that you frankly stated you were not 
in a position to recomend JA’JIE as you were not well euou-'h acquainted 
with him. He stated that possibly none of the four names furnished by 
the Bureau would receive this appointment but he wanted you to under- 
stand that if they were not it was because of something over which he 
has no control as he earnestly desired to personally offer the position 
to one of these gentlemen* 

Prior to my departure from his office, DOCKf/EILER asked 
me i^ X would be interested in the position of Chief Investigator for 
hif office and stated that he knew the Supervisors would raise the 
salary from $ 400.00 a month to whatever 1 wap receiving at the present 
time. I thanked hia courteously for this offer and stated my interest 
was in the Bureau's work and program at the present time and I could 
not consider that position regardless of any remuneration. This offer 
from him was not, in my opinion, any attempt on his part to obtain a 
Special Agent from the Bureau at the expense of the national emergency 
for X am convinced he is not fully aware of the situation an it exists 
and does not realize the problem that the Bureau has in connection with 
this matter. I endeavored to point it out to hisi, nevertheless, he 
offered me the appointment. Xou may he assured that I have no intention 
whatsoever of seriously considering this offer* 

D0CKWEILEE stated that it was his earnest desire to co- 
operate fully with the Los Angeles office and anything in this County 
that is desired that can be obtained through him is ours for the ask- 
ing..

X thought you would be interested to knov that he was the 
former Congressman for this district and did not run for re-election 
several years ago as he realized that he had not and w->uld not obtain 
seniority rights over Congressman BUELL SNYDER (Democrat of Pennsylvania) 
on the Appropriations Committee of the House. He recalled having met 
you when you appeared before the House Appropriations Committee on 
Several occasions and he indicated a very friendly feeling toward you 
personally and the Bureau and X believe he cun be counted upon for 
definite assistance to the Bureau when and if it becomes necessary .

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SAC Kitchin stated that he felt the Bureau's bankruptcy supervisor

impossible to give attention to a case, if this were a fact. 

SAC Fletcher suggested that the Bureau, in its application blanks 
or in the general information furnished to applicants, elaborate upon what 
is meant by a "working knowledge" of a foreign language. He pointed out 
that he had interviewed any number of- applicants for the position of Special 
Agent, whose application was apparently referred to the field solely because, 
their knowledge of a foreign language; that when given the foreign language 
examination a great majority had stated that they had merely studied the 
language for a few years in school and actually knew nothing whatever about 
it. Fletcher feels that if there were a more specific statement as to the 
exact requirements in connection with ability to speak a foreign language, 
much time would be saved in interviewing applicants who do not possess the 
necessaiy qualifications. He also pointed out that oftentimes these applicab 
were required to travel two or three hundred miles when they had no chance 
whatever of an appointment. 

In the San Francisco Office all of those in attendance, with the 
exception of Mr. Connelley,, who was temporarily absent on a telephone call, 
asked that the Bureau be informed of their opinion concerning the Bureau's 
letter of May 22nd, instructing that contacts be made with state presidents

There was a ^ discussion of the necessity for handling this matter in 
a subtle and diplomatic manner* However, it was the feeling of those present 
that it would i mme diately become known that the Bureau was interested in such 
an educational program* 

3# The SAGs pointed out that they had been infonaing all the police officers 
that the FBI at the present time was so busy handling pending matters that it 
was necessary to request the police to make certain investigations for us. 

SAC Vincent pointed out that recently on two occasions he had been asked 
by the police how it was that he could find time to make speeches when so 
much work was pending* The comment was also made that police officers had 
informed the SACs that, knowing of the large volume of work pending, they 
felt it was much more important to handle the investigative work than it was 
to conduct police schools, and for that reason they were making no requests 
for such schools. 

4* The SACs voiced the opinion that, regardless of making statements to 
audiences to the effect that we are interested only in complaints concerning 
espionage, sabotage and related matters, we would be completely snowed under 
with unfounded complaints if such complaints were repeatedly requested from 
audiences when speeches were made. 

5. The SACs were of the opinion that much more value would accrue to the 
Bureau if speeches were only made before highly selective groups, and that the 
smaller number of speeches made the better they would go over. They were of 
the opinion that if all the organizations knew they could have a Bureau qpeaker 
at any time they so desired, they would not be nearly as much interested as they 
would if one were hard to get. 

6. They pointed out that it would be bad to turn down any request for a 
speaker after they had made a specific offer to the organization to make such 
speeches, and accordingly sometimes it would be necessary to travel some 
distance, which would require a great amount of time, in complying with 
invitations extended. In this connection they pointed out that a large " 
number of organizations insist upon the SAC appearing and are not interested 
in hearing an agent. 

The SACs stated they understood the Bureau 1 s program and desires 
as outlined in the letter of May 22nd and would do their utmost to see that they 
were carried out to the letter; that, however, they did desire that I inform you 
of their views in the matter.

SAC Pieper made the suggestion, which, was concurred in by nil others 
in attendance except Mr. Connelley, that the Bureau endeavor to have ONI assume 
the entire responsibility for the investigation of all Japanese activities. 
Jieper does not feel that the dual responsibility in the handling of such ' 
matters is practical. Mr. Connelley stated he was directly opposed to the 
surrender of investigative jurisdiction in any field wherein prosecutions 
might be had in the United States Courts. 

Mr . Pieper brought up the question of supplying informatics to ONl 
and G2, specifically stating that he has completed the Italian Survey in 
the San Francisco area; that ONI has asked for this information on numerous • 
occasions and he has always responded that the investigation was still under 
way. He feels that some definite policy should be set forth as to exactly 
what should and what should not be furnished to ONI and G2. I explained to 
him the Bureau's policy as it now exists, which leaves some discretion to the 
SAC. It was his suggestion, as well as that of the other SACs present, that 
this should not be a matter for their discretion, but that there should be a 
uniform policy throughout the field. In discussing the matter it appears 
that the various SACs in the Coast area are following different policies, 
even though they are submitting reports to the same corps areas of the Army 
and Navy. 




Cornelius, in Seattle, states ONI and G2 have requested copies of 
all reports and that they want such reports because of their coverage interest. 
Acting under his interpretation of the Bureau's policy, he has declined to 
furnish them with information concerning individuals, unless the individuals 
are of actual interesuthe Army and Navy, or unless the individuals reside 
near Army or Navy bases. He does furnish them with general information 
concerning subversive activities and with specific information regarding 
such activities when the specific information is requested. 



Newman in Salt Lake furnishes; ONI and G2 any information requested. 

If the information is delicate, he first secures Bureau authority. He does 
not furnish general information, because he states they have never requested it. 
Pieper states, however, that the Corps Area Commander has requested this • 
information of him. Pieper states he uses discretion in each case, but he does 



think on the general situation , particularly the survey reports, the seat of 
government should furnish whatever it wants to the Washington headquarters of 
ONI and G2, relieving "toe field of this responsibility entirely.

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Frankly, I consider the opinions expressed by the 
Special Agents in Charge at the San Francisco meting to 
indicate an extremely selfish and disinterested attitude with 
respect to the carrying out of the instructions of the Bureau 
in the May 22nd bulletin , 

The obvious proof of the desirability of contacts 
such as those indicated is that the Bureau has noted in 
various parte of the country a growing tendency upon the part 
of certain organisations to develop program of their own 
looking toward the seeking of info mat ion in the national 
defense field and the taking into their own hands of investi- 
gative functions with regard to such information. Obviously, 
the only way to defeat the setting up of vigilante groups of 
this kind is to see to it that these civic organisations clearly 
understand the President *s request that information concerning 
national defense matters be transmitted to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and that they not be handled or investigated 
by private groups or agencies • This ms the main purport of 
the Bureaus instructions isitft respect to contacts with civic 
end patriotic organisations. The national defense work cannot 
possibly be handled by the Bureau without the assistance of 
state and local law enforcement agencies and without the whole- 
hearted cooperation of patriotic troupe which are able to 
mobilise their resources and personnel and to cooperate with 
the Bureau whenever it is necessary or desirable for them to 
do so. The bulletin clearly pointed out that in making the 
contacts an opportunity would be afforded to acquaint these 
groups with wfust the Bureau is doing in the national defense- 
field and with the various facilities which the Bureau can 
make available to state and local agencies,, which, in turn, 
are advantageous to state and local communities. 

Furthermore, 1 ' ties ire to again invite your attention 
to the efforts on the part of agencies of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in recent months to attempt to coordinate state and 
local law enforcement cooperation » If the Bureau is to retain 
its place as the coordinating investigative agency in the 
national defense field, in line with the expressed cestrms of 
the President, it is imperative ifmt every opportunity be 
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seized upon to acquaint the public with cur respond b Hi ty, 
juris, id ion and scape of activity*

It has come to my attention that the number of complaints 
of violations of the Selective Training and Service Act referred to 
this office by local law enforcement agencies has been increasing 
over a period of several weeks. ! 

It has been the practice of such agencies in making routing 
investigations of vagrants and suspicious characters to ascertain 
whether such individuals have Selective Service registration cards 
in their possession. Persons who do not have these cards are booked 
for violation of Selective Service and this office is notified. 

Usually it is necessary that the prisoner be interviewed by an Agent 
in order that sufficient data be obtained to determine, either by . 
checking with the appropriate Local Board or by requesting investiga- 
tion by another Field Office, whether the Subject actually registered 
for Selective Service. j 

It is requested that the Bureau consider the advisability of 
approving a form similar to the |one enclosed. I believe that the" use 
of such a form by law enforcement agencies would facilitate the proper 
and expedite handling of these cases. 



Law enforcement agencies in outlying districts appear reluc- 
tant to arrest persons who have no registration cards in their pos- 
session. in all probability this reluctance would rapidly be overoome 
if copies of a form similar to the one enclosed were supplied to these 
agencies and their use encouraged by the Field Offices.

With reference to the handling of incoming nail in Bureau 
Field Divisions, the following suggestions were prepared and submitted 
to es by Special Agent A. F. WELLS of this office, and are fomrded 
to the Bureau for consideration. 

The plan has special reference to copies of reports received 
frcsa other Field Divisions and if approved, would eliminate the necessity 
of searching the indices every tine a report is received. It is estimated 
that the services of one clerk, now spending his entire day at nail search- 
ing, could be utilized in other file roan work. In addition, these reports 
would not be delayed for searching purposes and could immediately be routed 
to the Agent's desk for attention, the workings of this plan can best be 
set forth by examples. 

Assuming that the Los Angeles Field Division is origin in a 
particular case and the L 03 Angeles File nunber is 100-0000, a report 
is written and investigative leads are set out for the Chicago Field 
Division. When the Chicago Field Division prepares the HUC report, the 
Los Angeles report will be referenced in the usual manner and in the 
usual place. However, in the space provided for "Copies of this Report", 
the following will appear: 



2 - Los Angeles (10Q-CGG0) 
2 - Chicago 



When Los Angeles receives this report, the copies can immediately 
be attached to the file and routed to the Agent and no searching is necessary. 
The Agent dictating the BUC report in Chicago will have picked up the file 
nanber shown above froa the upper right hand corner of the Los Angeles 
Field Division report. If leads had been set out for six other offices, 
all BBC reports would cone back to the Los Angeles Office with the file 
number set out.

MEMORANDUM FOR J. EDGAR HOOVER, 



As I think you know, I spent several days in 
California discussing the general alien enemy problem 
with the Array. I have been dilatory in expressing ray 
appreciation of the kindness which the field office 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation showed me. I 
was particularly appreciative because I knew that what- 
ever time the agents spent with me had to be made up 
by them at the other end of the day and, particularly 
in these times, they have been extremely busy. / 



I did not spend much time with firlfsHood. However, 

I saw MrwPieper almost continuously; i^ rect he parti- 
cipated in all the negotiations with General DeWitt and 
his staff. I do not attempt, of course, to pab^bfi^^ £55 
Mr. Pieper’s technical ability in his field. However, 

I think you would like to know that from the point of 
view of an outsider like myself, I was amazed by his 
grasp of the general situation, and particularly by his 
skill in negotiation. Also he had the complete confidence 
of General DeWitt and the Military Intelligence Officers, 
and his judgment seemed to be accepted without question. 

I do not recall having ever in the past written 
such a memorandum about a Federal employee, but Mr. 
Pieper's ability was so unusual, and he was so helpful 
to me that I- should vive him whatever credit I can.

Dear Sir: 



As you. ere aware, in an office the size of the Loe 
Angeles Office, there are a tremendous number of oomplelnts received 
every day from visitors at the offioe as well as through the telephone. 
The large majority of theae have no particular value, and arrangements 
are made whereby the agents will immediately cell to my attention matters 
dealing with sabotage, possible espionage cases, and matters of possible 
vital interest to the Army and Ravy, so that they may be handled with 
dispatch* Sven so, with the large number of complaints received, it 
la difficult to have these matters typed up promptly, so that investi- 
gation may be instituted with the benefit of all information that was 
obtained from the lnfoxmant. 

A number of the agents are of the opinion that it would 
facilitate matters considerably if a form of some type oould be used for 
this purpose. . 



It has also been pointed out that numerous inquiries 
are made and additional information furnished by the complainants sub- 
sequent to their initial call, and in many instances, particularly if 
the information did not appear of great value, there. is no record yet 
in the file room, as the oomplaints have not been dictated or possibly 
ere still in the possession Of the stenographer in the process of being 
typed. At any rate, there is by necessity delay In the typing and in- 
dexing of memoranda on what appear to be general complaints. 

I do not believe that this is desirable, as it some- 
times leads people to think that we are hot interested in the infor- 
mation they furnish when it is not possible a few days later to locate 
a record on their first complaint, end they seldom have the name of the 
Special Agent to whom they furnished the information* 

If a simple oomplaint form oould be used and prepared 
in longhand by the agents at the time the complaint is made, 1 in those 
oases that ere routine and do not need to receive my prompt attention, 
they could be routed to the file room end the names of the subjects and 
complainants appropriately Indexed; and then the matters oould be con- 
sidered Individually to determine whether individual cases should be 
opened.

It is entirely posuible in many offices this is cot 
a particularly serious problem, and a rule applicable in other sec- 
tions of the country may not fully meet the needs of the Pacific coast 
Offices* It is, therefore, suggested that the Bureau consider the 
request of this office to permit a complaint form to be used. 

At present, the services of at least eight special 
agents are used every dey until nine and two agents are on duty 
all day Sunday, for the sole purpose of receiving complaints. At 
other intervals, it is necessary to have additional agents available 
to receive telephonic complaints. 

It is realized that one objection to utilizing the 
complaint form is that, as a result, agents tend to obtain only the 
information requested on the form. However, it is believed most of 
this criticism can be met by not having this form esk many definite 
questions. She main feature of the form la to provide a prompt, ef- 
fective manner of having the names of the subjects end complainants in- 
dexed into the files for imrediate reference. 

I am enclosing for your consideration a suggested form 

for this purpose.

If this is adopted, the Bureau will not be furnished with investigative reports 
esoept in musoai oircumotancea unless the baited States Attorney authorises 
prosecution or desires additional investigation tobe performed which must be 
set forth in subsequent reports within the territory of the office preparing it 
or by other offices. It is realised that the objection to this procedure is 
-that the United States. Attorney renders an opinion which he does not have the 
opportunity of reviewing. It is believed that a practical; consideration of this , 
objection will, - however, eliminate it, as it must be realised that very few 
United States Attorneys over read the reports submitted to thorn, particularly 
voters the oases arc closed and where, they will not have enyactlonto take in 
the- natter. It ie not knomthat there has been anycaee in this office in 
several years where the Waited States Attorney has ever raised a question about 
: a report that wae eubraitted in whicfc he wes quotod as giving an opinion, there 
will be aa intalned in the file a definite statement of the United States Attorney, 
end. it is recommended that the Agents be required to preserve their notes so

It is recommended thatif there are objections to establishing the 
procedure as above, the exceptions be set put and the general Rational Motor 
Vehicle Theft Act, Hhite Slave Traffic Act, Impersonation, and ether cases of 
this type be treated in the wanner recommended.

Mr. Hood has made certain suggestions with respect to the monthly adminis- 
trative report. He points out that on page one of this report there appears a list 
of the names of Agents assigned to each office, the number of days each 4gent is on 
duty, the number of cases assigned to the Agent, both general and accounting, active 
and inactive. Mr. Hood recommends that the listing of this detailed information be 
discontinued because it requires a. great deal of time to secure it and in lieu 
thereof Mr. Hood believes that the totals of all these,, figures should be set 
forth instead of the detailed listing which is the present practice. So far as 
Division Three is concerned there would be no objection to the adoption of Mr. Hood's 
recommendation. The totals would be sufficient for Division Three with the exception 
of the total of column three. The figures set forth in column three should report tb 
total number of Agents Mi^j .ctive investigative cases assigned at the end of the 
period rather than the total number of cases assigned to Special Agents at the end 
of the period. This same suggestion has been offered to the Bureau in the past and 
has been disapproved on each occasion. The disapproval has been based on the fact 
that the listing of such assignments brings to the attention of administrative per- 
sonnel the assignment loads of each employee under his jurisdiction and makes 
possible the correction of any overassignment without difficulty. 



I have conferred with ?Jh*. Pennington concerning this suggestion and so 
far a3 he is concerned it could be adopted in a modified form. Mr. Pennington 
advised me that it is absolutely necessary that the information presently shown in 
the report be continued for Special Agent Accountants, otherwise the Bureau would 
never know when Accountants are performing general investigative work.

Every effort is being made in the Los Angeles Field Division to 
reduce the number of pending Sole otive Service oases at the earliest possible 
time* Additional Special Agents are being placed on. this assignment, end a 
squad. of 25 Agents is now handling these oases. A review of the oases dis- 
closes that many of the persons delinquent in thi s area ere itinerant migratory 
workers mho are exceptionally hard to looate. They are not known, they have 
no definite homes, and even the persons by whom they have been employed do 
not, in many instances, know their names. This is especially true' in the. work 
camps maintained by the larger ranohes. It has been found that most persons 
of this type sooner or later have some dealings with local law enforcement 
agencies and every, effort has been made here to have the officers check indi- 
viduals ooming into their custody to be oertaln that their Selective Service 



status is current; and in Los Angeles frequent oheoks are made in B skid row" 
by the local department for violators of the Selective Service Act. As a 
result, from five to seven hundred individuals ere handled by Speoial Agents 
as a result of reports received from the police departments eaoh month. Some 
of the smaller departments have one officer devoting his full time to this 
work and :he re In the City of Los Angeles, the entire time of one Speoial Agent 
is taken up by Interviews with the persons being held at the Central Jail as 
Potential Selective Servioe violators. In addition, ft number of persons are 
interviewed who are held by the police on local charges where there is any 
indication they may be delinquent. 



This has 'been mentioned by the Bureau to all Field Divisions, never- 
theless it does not appear that all offices are carrying on an intensive 
program of this type if inquiries received here from other offices are any 
indication of the extent of the program. Aside from several nearby offices 
very^fevr inquiries of this type are received. As a result of the program here 
with the nearby offioes, approximately 125 teletypes are sent and received 
eaoh day. It is believed that in the long run, the dheoking of these persons 
through. the police will result in the location of the largest number of 
Selective Servioe delinquents. The program Will be pursued vigorously here, 
as it has been the most successful single program that has yet been inaugurated 
which finally brings good results. 



The suggestion is submitted to the Bureau that authority be obtained 
to maintain contaot with s rate friendly radio stations and requests made there 
for brief announcements to be made at the conclusion of news broadcasts 
and between programs to remind the oltisens that they should keep in 
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touch with their Draft Boards, Kith the critical nenpower situation ejclsting 
in the country, it is believed that this would he acceptable to roost radio 
stations and it is known definitely at least one station in Los Angeles would 
be pleased to do this for the Bureau. The announcement would carry the name 
of the Bureau if it were so desired, for example, "The F.B.I, requests that 
all persons registered under Selective Service maintain dose contact with 
their Draft Boards." Another type of coment if tho Bureau's naroe were not 
to be used would be, "Eave you notified your Selective Service Board of your, 
change of address?. Manpower is necessary to the war effort. Keep ih olose 
contact with your.Selootive Service Board.® Other similar quotations of the 
type could be easily prepared, I will appreciate being advised if the Bureau 
will permit the Los Angeles Office to inaugurate this program. 

Contact is being made with .the ..Federal and State Agricultural 
Departments to obtain a list of all mediums of communications with the farmers 
so that articles can be inserted in their publications and delivered personally 
at grange meetings end the like with the request that ranchers, 1 farm owners, 
and responsible persons verify with their employees that the latter are not 
delinquent with their Draft Boards. Many of these publications are read by 
the farm hands themselves, and ih those instances whore these publications 
appear in the Spanish, language, the item could appear in that language. It is 
believed this will reach a large number of persons and make them conscious of 
the Bureau's Selective Service program. 

In Los Angeles arrangements are being made with the Police Department 
to have auxiliary police endeavor to locate some of the persons residing, in 
the city who cannot otherwise be found. One or two hundred such cases will 
be handled to determine how successful this program oan be. These auxiliary 
officers are under the direct control of the police department and will be 
supervised closely by regular police officers. 

In an effort to. locate some of the fugitives of this type of ease,. . 
Agents of this office who are working on national defense assignments other 
than Selective Service Ore being requested to furnish their names to the 
Selective Servioe Supervisor if they desire, on their own time in 'addition 
to their regular work, to oonduct an investigation looking towards the appre- 
hension of a Selective Servioe fugitive. Many Agents in national defense 
work are eager for a fugitive investigation and will, it. is believed, gladly 
perform overtime to effect the apprehension of e fugitive. 

iftiile many of the investigations can be perforated by Sgeoial Agents 
to locate. Selective Service violators, there are many of them which can be 
bandied more successfully by correspondence and every effort is. made to conserve 
the time of the Agents and handle these oases by routine communication. It 
hae been found that in many cases, it takes several days for ah Agent to locate 
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one of these violators- with the result that little, if any, progress can te 
raade in the number of eases closed. Consequently many Agent s are being 
dlreoted to inaugurate programs such as those outlined above that will enable 
one or two Agents to hf^dle' the largest ntaaber df eases possible, Any 
additional projects in connection $ith \S9le stive' Service which have been 
successfully instituted in other sections of the country will, be .well-received 
if the Bureau will recoimnend them to this office.
